I have been asked by a farmer iii 
an o ‘l u r part of the county 
if 
! 
would be willing to sign and circu­ 
late a petition and subscription list 
tor expenses to investigate the board 
of county commissioners. 
The proposition was new to me and 
was not prepared to give a definite 
answer at the moment. 
Now, after 
th inking it all over, I have decided 
that i am not, and if you think it 
worth the space I should like my rea­ 
sons to be publicly known. 
In the first place, such an investi­ 
gation as has been made of the w a­ 
ter and light board of the city could 
not possibly benefit the average tax­ 
payer if ever 
so faithfully 
made. 
What tin* country people feel, and 
what is prompting many of the farm ­ 
ers to support the move is high taxes, 
and a supposed needless general ex­ 


p e n d i t u r e of the public funds su g­ 


g e s t e d by known expenditures on the 
poor farm. 
This last I believe a m a­ 
jority of the taxpayers want cut out, 
and I ani one of them. 


A s 
I see things there is a good 
ueal of other needless expenditure, 
but 
I 
c a n t forget th a t I, and the 
great majority of us see and judge of 
results after expenditure and not be­ 
fore. 
I have no doubt that members 
ol the county board themselves ca n ­ 
nat approve of everv corporate act 
afterwards. 
"F oresight” is not g en ­ 
erally as good as “ hin dsight” with 
any of us. 
Shall we seek to crim in­ 
ate our officials because they are fin­ 
ite ami hum an? 
Were there any special act or deal 
of graft in evidence? 
I should fav 
o 
an investigation, but I have not 
learned there are any such. 
I know 
there are lots of charges of petty 
graft made by business competitors 
and political rivals, but these things 
can never be controlled by legal re­ 
straint nor be legally criminal. They 


come under the discretionary pow­ 
ers, and in the limitations of “ m ax­ 
imum charges,” and we have to trust 
official honor, patriotism and business 
sagacity in administration of these 
allairs. 
Our remedy always comes 
election years, and in the near fu­ 
ture with the power of recall. 
In the second place, tile proposition 
as I understand it, is to investigate 
Hie hoard proceedings for the pas 
five or six years. 
Suppose it brought 
to light some real legal grafting, and 
suppose every man that got ten cents 
more tha n was coming to him was 
prosecuted and paid the penalty, what 
could be done about what was done 
before, when, according to tradition, 
the real grafting was done that put 
the county in the hole, to pay iii) 
which we are now taxed for 
t-res< 
and m a tu rin g bonds? 
There is de­ 
cidedly a limit to hum an investiga­ 
tion. 


W hat I am in favor 0 
is to do our 
part of citizen's duties that these 
causes of complaint shall be reduced 
to the minimum in the future. Elect 
such men to honorable office as we 
know a sense of honor, and a spirit 
of patriotism lias a cont rolling i ii - 
lluenee on. 
Acquire as intelligent an 
understanding of public affairs as 
practicable for us, and be not back­ 
ward about counseling with 
them 
when in office on any subject Glut is 
of public interest. 
Let us make good 
servants of all our officials, if t^ey 
will be made, and not expect th em to 
do our will without knowing what it 
is. and if they fail seek to exhaust 
language in denunciation and ridi­ 
cule. 
And let us not forget in re­ 
gard to high taxes that while we pay 
all our taxes into the county treasury 
it is not all county charges, the very 
great part of it comes back to our 
town, or our school district, which 
we have levied ourselves. 
X e n am­ 
bas th** county hoard anything to do I 
iii making the assessment laws, as o 
which classes of property shall a- 
taxed, or what 
be exempt. 
Those 
are state laws, and we should see our 
legislative representatives on 
that I 
point. 
We hear a great deal these 
days about socialism, but I would just 
like to ask the 
thoughtful 
reader 
w hat manifestations he sees in the 
public life of Brainerd of any genu­ 
ine social spirit, or civic snirit if you j 
please. 
There are those most zeal- j 
ously advocating reform, betterment, 
clean government, etc, but it is done in 
such self-laudatory spirit and 
ex­ 
pression, with nothing but denunci­ 
ation or ridicule for those opposed 
to them much effort is not only w as­ 
ted but worse th an wasted. 
The best | 
of principles or ideals advocated in 1 
such a spirit must always have reac­ 
tionary effects. 
It can never get i n - 1 
to power for any length of time. 
I j 
have no sympathy with that spirit; J 
it is not tile spirit of the Golden 
Rule.
